Tokyo, July 5—Tank-led North 


Korean infantry today pocketed 
an American infantry 
position 


south of Suwon. 


That happened after' the Com- 


munist tanks apparently had been 
turned back in a duel with U. S. 
artillery. 


It was the first combat in Korea 


for the GI's who were rushed into 
action to try to save the faltering 
Bouth Koreans. 


The action occurred some miles 


•outh of Suwon, which the Reds 
captured yesterday. 


The fate of the trapped Ameri- 


cans wai not reported to U. S. 
advanced headquarters In South 
Korea. That report came from As- 
sociated Press Correspondent O. 
H. P. King. He added:

er in Korea, Maj. Gen. William F. 
Dean, had gone to the front to try 
to learo detrJls of the tank-artil- 
lery duel.

at the advanced American base in 
Korea.

pondent O. H. P. King that no 
direct communication 
from

American force engaged in battle 
had been received. He said his in-

The nation's governors believe big trucks are seri- 


asly damaging U. S. highways. They blame "delib- 
•ate overloading" for much of the harm. 


At the recent governors' conference they got sup- 


3rt for their views from Thomas MacDonald, U. S. 
ublic Roads Commissioner. He has long charged the 
ucking industry with consciously violating state laws 
tniting truck loads. 


This whole issue is confused by conflicting claims of 


tickers and highway engineers. The Association of 
tate Highway Officials recommends 18,000 pounds per 
sle as the safe weight for ordinary highway pavements 
weight per axle is the critical figure). 


But the truckers say the recommended limit is too 


)w. They argue that poor engineering, weathering and 
ther factors have more to do with highway damage 
ban overloading. 


They declare further that they will abide by the find- 


igs of impartial tests bearing on the effect of heavy 
ruck loading. 


Right now the U. S. Public Roads Bureau is conduet- 


ng a series of such tests. Bureau officials insist they are 
trictly down, the middle and have no wish to favor one 
lide or the other in this dispute. But it isn't clear that the 
nickers will accept their tests as sufficiently impartial. 


Yet, if they do not rate them satisfactory, it would seem 


'air from the public's standpoint that they devote their en- 
srgies to arranging for suitable experiments. 


And it would seem proper, too, that they wait until 


such tests have been made before lobbying in state after 
state for higher weight limits. Evidence is definite that 
iruckers have already been successful in such a cam- 
jaign in many states. It is hard to reconcile these activ- 
ties with their expressed willingness to accept scientific, 
mpartial findings on weight limits. What if sound tests 
show that 18,000 pounds ped axle IS a wise ceiling? 


Furthermore, there can be no justification for any 


leliberate flouting of the load limits, as governor after 
jovernor has charged. 


No one anywhere is questioning the role of the truck 


n the U. S. transportation economy, says Bruce Biossat in 
in editorial written for NEA service. No one wants to rule 
f off the road—not even the big truck. 


The average American, who probably drives a car 


ind almost certainly pays some of the taxes that build 
LJ. S. highways, merely would like to be sure that his 
•oads are not abused. He would like to feel that the 
lighway laws in the 48 states reflect the scientific facts 
ibout highway damage. 


Until those facts can -be determined, all legislative 


iction relating to weight limits ought to be suspended, 
rhis is MacDonald's advice to the governors, and also the 
Urging of the Council of State Governments. Let's hope 
:he truckers can join to create a united front of all parties 
:oncerned with highway safety and maintenance.

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Illinois Is Taking Steps to Get 
Honest Law Enforcement

CPRINGFIELD, 111.— (NEA)— Illinois has had a long tradition of open 


gambling. Also, it is the manufacturing center for most of the coin- 


machine industry, to give it a polite name. This in spite of the fact 
that lor over 50 years, slot machines have been illegal. 


The whole trouble, says Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson, has been lax 


enforcement. The take on the slot machines alone has been from 
560,000,000 to $100,000,000 a year. And since the machines have always 
been rigged to pay back no more than 20 per cent of the take, the 80 
per cent profit has provided plenty of money for political corruption. 


Just where the corruption went in past state administrations, Gov- 


ernor Stevenson says he doesn't know. But that it went to local or 
state law enforcement officials seems obvious. 


The governor and his attorney general, Ivan Elliott, campaigned in 


1948 on broad promises of reform and an end to corruption in state 
government. 


Since the Stevenson admlnfstratlon has now been in office for a 


year and a half, and since the slot machines are s^ill being found in 
raids by the State Police, there have been a number of questions 
raised as to -why campaign promises haven't been carried out, 


But here the governor makes a distinction. "I said that if I were 


elected governor, there would be no lines between the gamblers and 
the state," he explains. "I did not say there would be no local tie-ups, 
which are a local responsibility." ,. 
QOVERNOR STEVENSON offers this explanation not as an attoi, 


but as a statement of his policy. He does not believe that enforce- 


ment of anti-gambling laws should be carried out at the state govern- 
ment level. He believes it should be done by city and county officers. 


To this end, the attorney general has called In local sheriffs and 
police officials of places where gambling wig known to exist. These 
local officials have been lectured on their responsibility, and In some 
cases even threatened, where co-operation has been negative or 
sporadic.

for the American economy still the 
high rate of American national In- 
come and consumer spending. 


Trying to look beyond the gy- 


rations of the next few days in 
the future 
markets, 
observers 


sought to appraise the long-term 
trend* in commodity prices. 


War nerves sent rubber and tin 


soaring pricewise when the Reds 
moved south in Korea. Pepper al- 
so took an upward 
jump. These 


three commodities come largely 
from southeast Asia, directly In 
the path of any hot war. 


But observers note offsetting 


conditions. United States has a 
Stockpile, of secret proportions, of 
both rubber and tin. In the last 
war the government developed a 
sizeable synthetic rubber industry 
here, and brought much tin from 
Bolivia. 


Businessmen, both here and In 


Europe, apparently rushed Monday 
to order rubber and tin against 
any possible shortage due to the 
war scare. But a shooting war 
wouldn't threaten as complete a 
strangulation of these essentials, 
as the Japs achieved last time. 


Grains and meats also advanc- 


ed in the war scare market. But 
hanging over traders' heads are 
large government holdings of sur- 
plus grains. And while the wheat 
crop will be smaller this year than 
last, word from the corn belt is 
that the feed cereal 
is coming 


along in fine shape so far this 
season. Meat prices, governmen 
experts predict, will go on ris "g 
this summer, but should turn down 
in the fall. 


Most of the metals trailed tin 


on the upswing. Copper and zinc 
have been in short supply in re- 
cent months, due to a big in- 
crease in demand to supply the 
auto, electric appliance and con- 
struction industries. 


The war scare might accentuate 


that demand, as well as make the 
government more determined 
to 


build up its metals stockpile at 
no matter what cost to industrial 
users both a stimulant to prices

POTTAGE cheese is a wenn- 


weather special. It's one of the 


many plentiful dairy loods. is vcv- 
satile and is high in protein, phos- 
phorus and riboflavin. 


At our house we like cottage 


cheese mixed with sour cream and 
freshly grated black peppar. It 
makes a perfect lunch on hot days, 
served with watercress and whole 
wheat crackers. 


Here are other suggestions from 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture food experts: 


1. When you're figuring portions 


for dishes 
made with cottage 
cheese, count on 1 pound to uiers- 
ure a little more than 2 cups. Ten 
ounces measure about IVi cups. 
Until you use the cheese, keeu it 
in a covered container, 'in a cold 
place. 


2. For cottage cheese sandwich 


fillings, consider these suggestions 
from 
the- Delaware 
Extension 
Service of the United Slates De- 
partment of Agriculture: cat meal, 
'graham and Boston brown bread 
are all good ideas for the cottage 
cheese sandwich. For the filling, 
combine the cheese wita nuts, 
grated cheese, pimientos, or horse- 
radish. Work in chopped or sliced 
olives, or whole or chopped nuts 
U« sliced celery, chives, Spanish

onions, raisins, dates, prunes sof- 
tened by soaking. Blend in freshly 
crushed mint leaves, honey, jell} 
or marmalade.

Cheese 
(Serves 4) 


One tablespoon fat, % teaspoor 
salt, pepper, 1/4 cup milk, 6 eggs 
slightly beaten, % cup cottage 
cheese, 4 slices toast. 


Heat fat in frying pan. Sti: 


seasonings and milk into eggs 
Pour into frying pan and cook 
slowly, stirring occasionally. When 
eggs are thickened, mix in th« 
cottage cheese. Serve at once on 
toast.

State egg production was a re- 
cord for the month—a total of 
318,000,000 eggs. 


Although culling was heavy and 


flock reductions totaled 1,336,000 
the average number 
of layers 


during May was 17,616.000, a re- 
cord for the month, exceeding the 
previous high in 1944 by 3 5 per 
cent and nine per cent above May 
1949, according to Federal-State 
surveys "announced by the State 
Department of Agriculture, 


Pennsylvania egg production for 


the first five months of this year 
totals 1,575,000,6*00 and for the 
same period last year 1,491,000,- 
000 indicating a new all-time re- 
cord might 
be established 
for 


1950, observers said. 


Prices farmers received for eggs 


decline*' sharply from April 15 to 
May 15, dropping from 39.2 to 
34.6 cents a dozen. In May 1949 
the average was 49.5 cents. 


The relation between what pro- 


ducers pay for feed and receive 
for egg's was the least favorable 
for any month since June 1944 
The price of a dozen eggs in May 
bought only nine pounds of feed 
whereas a year earlier a dozen

Not Too Late to Sow Seed 
of Fast Growing Flowers 


Left to right, single marigolds, carnation flowered, »nd chrysanthemum! 


flowered. 


It is not too late to sow flower 
seeds in the garden. By choosing 
varieties which germinate quickly 
and grow fast, flowers may be had 
almost as soon as from seeds sown 
much earlier, which have been de- 
layed by cold weather. 
For best results seeds should be 


sown where the plants arc to grow, 
so they will suffer no set back from 
transplanting. Special precautions 
should be taken to prevent crust- 
ing of the soil, and drying out. 


Loosen the soil to a depth of sev- 
eral Inches. Mix small seeds with 
dry sand to help scatter them well. 
Large seeds of plains wnicn need 
plenty of room may be sown two 
or three seeds in each spot where 
a plant is wanted, to be thinned out 
later to a single plant. Cover the 
seeds lightly with porous soil con- 
taining no clay. A special covering 
soil may be prepared by mixing 
fine top soil, and peat with an equal 
amount of sand. Keep the soil 
moist by sprinkling with a fine 
spray until the seeds germinate and 
the plants begin to grow/well.

When tne seedlings appear, thin 
out to a single plant, and transplant 
the discards elsewhere. The plants 
which grow undisturbed will flower 
first. Be sure to give flowers plenty 
of room; they suffer from over- 
crowding, producing smaller and 
fewer flowers. 
Flowers which are grown in the 


vegetable garden should be planted 
just as vegetables are, and given 
the same care. Those of upright 
growth, which keep their place and 
do not .sprawl out of line and; 
against their neighbors are best 
for this use.

Blood-Type Card Is 
Priceless Reward 
In Times of Meed 


The blood-typ* card given to 


each peraon contributing' blood to 
tbe Red Cross National Blood Pro- 
gram here on June 14 can prove 
to be a priceless reward in time of 
need. Dr. R. E. Lowe, chairman of 
the medical advisory committee 
pointed out today. 


"Each donor's blood type is not- 


ed for him on a card that should 
be carried at all times," the phy- 
sician stated. 
"In case he, him- 


self, needs emergency transfus- 
ions, precious minutes will not 
have to be wasted In typing or 
finding suitable donors." 


Explaining that each donor's In- 


dividual card lists, In addition to 
his type, his RH factor, the medi- 
cal spokesman went on to point 
cut that In case of emergency 
calling for a transfusion approxi- 
mately 30 minutes are required to 
type the patient and that more 
time must be spent in finding a 
type and RH factor to match him. 
If, however, physicians know the 
accident victim's blood type, it 
can be matched in a matter of 
moments from blood already typed 
and stored for such emergencies. 


"When residents of this com- 


munity contribute their blood they 
are not only helping their neigh- 
bors," 
medical 
chairman 
said, 


"but they also obtain a small 
blood-type card that may save 
their own lives some day." 


Dr. Lowe pointed out that the 


bloodmobile would visit 404 Mar- 
ket street. Warren again on Wed- 
nesday, July 12 from 10 a. m. 'til 
4 p. m. and urged all residents of 
this area to make ' appointments 
to give their blood during this 
visit or during the visit on Thurs- I 
day, August 10.

FARM ROUNDUP 


Harrisburg, July 5—(^)—The 


recent 
destructrve 
invasion 
of 


army 
worms 
on Pennsylvania 


farm lands is believed to be on 
the v>ane. 


State entomologists said today 


the invasion of the hordes of thr 
pets 
which 
swept through 15 


counties has passed its peak. 


The army worms caused heavy 


crop damage in several areas. Both 
state and local facilities were re- 
quired m many instances to pre- 
vent total crop losses. 


The army worms, or caterpil- 


lars, derive their name from their 
habit of traveling- in hordes, or 
"armies," in search of food. 
In- 


festations usually originate in the 
spring- in fields of small grains, 
and when this food supply gi\es 
out the caterpillars nio\ c to ad- 
jacent areag. 


Gardens 111 then path arc in- 


vaded, and all kinds of plants may 
be quickly stripped of their foli- 


tage and destroyed. 


The caterpillar is dark green, 


inaiked with white stripes, about 
I'j inches long-. It hides under 
clods or littei during the day and 
feeds at night. 
The adult is a 


pale-brownish moth 
This worm 


passes the winter as a partly 
grown larva. 


The number of generations of 


army worms each vear varies with 
the 
climate 
and 
the 
season. 


There aie, m the more northern 
states, two or thr*« generations, 
and perhaps six in the more south- 
ern states. 


With a favorable succession of 


season* the insect multiplies in 
geometrical ratio, and at last be- 
comes so numerous as to necessi- 
tate migration for food. It then 
travels and feed* during both day 
and night, and it is then that the 
insect becomes very injurious with 
resulting heavy crop damage. 


In general, it is believed that the 


worms are more apt to make an 
injurious appearance in a rainy 
spring or early summer follow- 
ing a 
season of 
comparative 


drought. 
For that reason, the 


worms were more numerous this 
year than in several paat years. 


However, slate entomologists re- 


ported that the peak of the season 
for the pests was expected to have 
been reached by the end of June. 


Prom now on. they aald, the ap- 
pearance of the norms should t>« 
increasingly leas. 


Two primary weapon* are re- 


commended by E. J. TTdlns, exten- 
sion entomologist as the Pennsyl- 
vania State College, to destroy the 
worms. One is the use of inaecti-
